SUGAR AND THE TEETH. 

Is it true, asks a reader. that white 
Sugar destroys or uses up the calcium 
in our systems? If this is so, why 
does the refined sugar do this more 
than raw sugar? From my diet-con- 
scious friends I hear that it is the 
chemicals used to bleach the sugar 
that make it harmful. On the other

| FAIR ENOUGH |

QUODDY WASHINGTON, May 19.—The crowd around the re- 

lief barrel here has been moping since the news got 
out that the Passamaquoddy tidal power project was among the first 
on President Roosevelt’s new list. They cannot understand how it 
happened to get up there. 

It is hardly a secret that Mr. Roosevelt’s own project purveyor, 
Harold Ickes, once turned the project down as uneconomic. When 
it was originally suggested, the Ickes PWA crowd declined to go 
into it on the ground that it would cost too much money in com- 
parison with returns expected. Also, they contended that the proj- 
ect is so isolated that there is no near-by market for so much power. 

Furthermore, it violates some of the fundamental principles of 
relief projects laid down by the new Walker-Hopkins-Ickes control 
board. In that county of Maine, a late check-up indicates there 
are 1,158 persons on relief, whereas the project anticipates employ- 
ment of seven to eight thousand persons. Hence, it is not exactly 
located where the unemployed are. Similarly, it will require 18 
months to complete, which ignores the general rule about all relief 
jobs being completed’ within one year. 


INFLUENCES What the mopers’have apparently overlooked is 

the fact that Mr. Roosevelt’s old summer home 
is also near the Bay of Fundy. In fact, his Campobello cottage has 
long looked out over the Passamaquoddy bay area, where the new 
dam will harness the ocean tides. 

Insiders say it was the president himself who overruled Mr. 
Ickes’ old objections and ordered the project to proceed. 

Apparently the president takes a more forward-looking attitude 
than his strict allotment chief. He has long been personally inter- 
ested in the idea. While the dam is expected to generate an amount 
of power equal to all that Maine now consumes, it is quite likely 
that new industries will come into the area when cheaper electrical 
fuel is provided. 

Also some economic objections have been evaded by charging 
off one-third of the proposed $30,000,000 cost to national defense 
and one-third to relief. Thus, two-thirds of the cost will not be 
figured into the rate base for power sales. 


INSPIRATIONS Equally influential in the decision is the an- 


cient dream of men for eventually making the 
ocean work for them by harnessing its tides. The experimental 
phase was considered to be of great importance in overbalancing ob- 
jections. (The engineer behind the scheme is Dexter Cooper, 
brother of Hugh Cooper, noted American engineer who pioneered in 
soviet Russia. A republican congressman who worked with the 
White House in promoting the project is Brewster, of Maine, a man 
who fought the Insulls.) 
And, as a final inspirational consideration, do not overlook what 
the republicans have so often said: “As Maine goes, so goes the na- 
tion.” 


LABOR’S LAUGH The best laugh of the month was that of 
the labor groups when the senate suddenly 
passed the Wagner labor board bill. 

As most insiders knew, that bill was not supposed to be passed. 
At least, not so soon. All manufacturing lobbyists knew it occu- 
pied a place on the senate calendar behind the NRA bill. This was 
satisfactory to them. The NRA bill was supposed to take up three 
weeks of the senate’s time. By then the banking bill would be ready 
for consideration as well as the holding company bill and the social 
security legislation. This would have delayed the Wagner bill in- 
definitely. 

But the senate dizzily passed the NRA bill in three minutes in- 
stead of three weeks. It had nothing to do except to consider the 
Wagner bill. And once it was considered, it could not be stopped. 
While there is much undercover opposition to it, only 12 senators 
dared to stand against such a politically advisable piece of legislation 
on the final roll call. Thus the opposition was caught flatfooted. 

After that the senate took a three-day vacation, possibly to pre- 
vent any more serious similar mistakes. 

REVERSAL As a result of the senate’s action, prospects of the 

Wagner bill are reversed. The underlying situation 
in the house is the same as in the senate. If the bill gets to a vote, 
it will go through whooping. Furthermore, it occupiés such a pre- 
ferred status as a result of premature senatorial action that the oppo- 
sition probably cannot keep it from a vote. Mr. Roosevelt will 
sign it. At least two labor leaders are privately quoted the president 
as having said he would. 

The bill will afford union labor its greatest opportunity for 
unionization.

Lawrence, who died as plain “T. 
E. Shaw,” a former enlisted man of 
the royal air force, will be buried near 
his country cottage. 

His grief-stricken brother made the 
dead man’s wishes known in a note to 
close friends this morning. 

“In accordance with his own wishes 
and those of his family it is desired 
that no flowers be sent and that only 
a few intimate friends attend the fu- 
neral, which will be very simple,” said 
the note. 

The body of Lawrence, wrapped in 
a union jack, was taken from the hos- 
pital to a little slate-roof mortuary 100 
yards away. Two hospital orderlies 
who had watched over Lawrence since 
he was brought into the military camp 
reverently lifted the body from the 
ambulance and placed it in the mor- 
tuary chapel. 

Lawrence's self-imposed obscurity, 
in which he shunned publicity even| 
more than such celebrities as Colonei 
Charles A. Lindbergh, and Greta Gar 
bo, inevitably led to weird and often| 
absurd rumors. | 

One of these, described as “utter, 
nonsense” by his brother, was that.

In 1930, the Moscow government 
published indictments in connection 
with the trials of eight Russian en- 
gineers for alleged counter-revolution- 
ary activities. Lawrence was named 
in this, too, and again the govern- 
ment had to issue an official denial. 

Again in 1930, he was reported 
at various times as being on a “spy- 


ing tour” in Syria, Turkey and Iraq. 


During this period, Lawrence was 
pursuing his duties as a private in 
the seaplane station of the R. A. F. 
at Plymouth, where fellow soldiers 
were forbidden to address him as 
Lawrence or mention Arabia to him. 

He was in the headlines again in 
1930. Despite the official secrecy, it 
was revealed that this time he play- 
ed a prominent part in the rescue of 
survivors in a seaplane crash at Plym- 
outh, England, in which nine men 
lost their lives. Lawrence, as always, 
remained silent. 

The story of the Arab revolt was 
rehashed once again in December, 
1933, to add to reports that “Air- 
craftsman Shaw” had originated a 


daring stunt designed to increase the 


efficiency of British bombing plane 
gunners, 

This consisted of piloting specially 
built fast 40-foot speedboats for plane 
target practice. 

Shaw showed how it could be done, 
and then trained a small but effi- 
cient band whose job it was to make 
two-hour runs on the water while 
bombs—dummies, but heavy and fill- 
ed with gas—rained down from the

After the war he wrate “The Seven 
Pillars of Wisdom,” his own story 
of the Arab revolt—a story he was 
driven to rewrite after losing the orig- 
inal 400,000-word manuscript in a 
railway station. He had only a few 
copies printed, enough to realize the 
cost of their printing through the 
sale. 

Later, he was persuaded to permit 
publication of “Revolt in the Desert,” 
which remains one of the best accounts 
of his remarkable desert campaign 
which freed Arabia from the Turks, 
and which was indispensable to the 
conquest of Palestine by Field Mar-

They had buffers over | 
their sharpened spurs so that really it was just a sparring | 
match. 

They are curious and rather magnificent things, these game 
cocks. They put their heads within an inch of each other, al- 
most bill to bill, like two wrestlers eyeing one another. And 
then they leaped, spurs flying, bills pecking, pulling feathers. | 

They leaped about an even height. It is part of the | 
technique. It is not good to have one bird go higher than | 
the other.

He was 
listening to a speech by the manager of the farm and one of the 
birds turned and pecked him under the eye, bringing the blood. 
He swore mighty, solemn Spanish oaths and put the birds away
